
LEGISLATIVE MINUTES

MARLBORO TOWNSHIP COUNCIL MEETING

MAY 4, 2006

The Marlboro Township Council held its regularly scheduled meeting
on May 4, 2006 at 8:00 P.M. at the Marlboro Municipal Complex, 1979
Township Drive, Marlboro, New Jersey.

Council President Morelli opened the meeting and announced that
pursuant to the provisions of the Open Public Meetings Act, notice
of the regularly scheduled meeting of the Township Council of the
Township of Marlboro was faxed to the Asbury Park Press, the Star
Ledger and News Transcript on January 3, 2006; faxed to the Board of
Education Office; posted on the Bulletin Board of the Municipal
Building and filed in the office of the Municipal Clerk.

The Clerk called the Roll.

PRESENT: Council Vice President Cantor, Councilman Pernice,
Councilman Rosenthal, Councilwoman Tragni and Council
President Morelli.

Also present were: Mayor Robert Kleinberg, Andrew Bayer,
Esq., Business Administrator Judith Tiernan, Municipal
Clerk Alida DeGaeta, and Deputy Clerk Deborah Usalowicz.

The following Res. #2006-188/Ord. #2006-14 (Exceed Municipal Budget
Appropriation Limits) was introduced by reference, offered by
Council President Morelli, seconded by Councilwoman Tragni and
passed on a roll call vote of 5 – 0 in favor. Chief Financial
Officer Ulrich Steinberg explained budget issues.

ORDINANCE # 2006-14

CALENDAR YEAR 2006 ORDINANCE TO EXCEED THE
MUNICIPAL BUDGET APPROPRIATION LIMITS

AND TO ESTABLISH A CAP BANK (N.J.S.A. 40A: 4-45.14)

WHEREAS, the Local Government Cap Law, N.J.S. 40A: 4-45.1 et
seq., provides that in the preparation of its annual budget, a
municipality shall limit any increase in said budget to 2.5% unless
authorized by ordinance to increase it to 3.5% over the previous
year’s final appropriations, subject to certain exceptions; and,

WHEREAS, N.J.S.A. 40A: 4-45.15a provides that a municipality
may, when authorized by ordinance, appropriate the difference
between the amount of its actual final appropriation and the 3.5%
percentage rate as an exception to its final appropriations in
either of the next two succeeding years; and,

WHEREAS, the Township Council of the Township of Marlboro in
the County of Monmouth finds it advisable and necessary to increase
its CY 2006 budget by up to 3.5% over the previous year’s final
appropriations, in the interest of promoting the health, safety and
welfare of the citizens; and,

WHEREAS, the Township Council of the Township of Marlboro
hereby determines that an increase of up to 3.5% in the budget for
said year, in excess of the increase in final appropriations
otherwise permitted by the Local Government Cap Law, is advisable
and necessary; and,

WHEREAS, the Township Council hereby determines that any amount
authorized hereinabove that is not appropriated as part of the final
budget shall be retained as an exception to final appropriation in
either of the next two succeeding years.

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED, by the Township Council of the
Township of Marlboro, in the County of Monmouth, a majority of the
full authorized membership of this governing body affirmatively



concurring, that, in the CY 2006 budget year, the final
appropriations of the Township of Marlboro shall, in accordance with
this ordinance and N.J.S.A. 40A: 4-45.14, be increased by an amount
not to exceed 3.5%, and that the CY 2006 municipal budget for the
Township of Marlboro be approved and adopted in accordance with this
ordinance; and,

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that any that any amount authorized
hereinabove that is not appropriated as part of the final budget
shall be retained as an exception to final appropriation in either
of the next two succeeding years; and,

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that a certified copy of this ordinance
as introduced be filed with the Director of the Division of Local
Government Services within 5 days of introduction; and,

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that a certified copy of this ordinance
upon adoption, with the recorded vote included thereon, be filed
with said Director within 5 days after such adoption.

The following Res. #2006-179 (Participation in Self-Examination
Process – Municipal Budget) was introduced by reference, offered by
Council Vice President Cantor, seconded by Council President Morelli
and passed on a roll call vote of 5 – 0 in favor.

RESOLUTION # 2006-179

RESOLUTION REGARDING SELF-EXAMINATION OF BUDGET

WHEREAS, N.J.S.A. 40A:4-78b, has authorized the Local Finance
Board to adopt rules that permit municipalities in sound fiscal
condition to assume the responsibility, normally granted to the
Director of the Division of Local Government Services, of conducting
the annual budget examination; and

WHEREAS, N.J.A.C. 5:30-7 was adopted by the Local Finance Board
on February 11, 1997; and

WHEREAS, pursuant to N.J.A.C. 5:30-7.2 through 5:30-7.5, the
Township of Marlboro has been declared eligible to participate in
the program by the Division of Local Government Services, and the
Chief Financial Officer has determined that the Township of Marlboro
meets the necessary conditions to participate in the program for the
2006 Budget year;

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Township Council of the
Township of Marlboro that, in accordance with N.J.A.C. 5:30-7.6a & b
and based upon the Chief Financial Officer's certification, the



Township Council of the Council of Marlboro has found the budget has
met the following requirements:

1. That with reference to the following items, the amounts have
been calculated, pursuant to law, and appropriated as such in the
budget:

a. Payment of interest and debt redemption charges;
b. Deferred charges and statutory expenditures;
c. Cash deficit of preceding year;
d. Reserve for uncollected taxes;
e. Other reserves and non-disbursement items; and
f. Any inclusions of amounts required for school

purposes.

2. That the provisions relating to limitation on increases of
appropriations, pursuant to N.J.S.A. 40A: 4-45.2, and appropriations
for exceptions to limits on appropriations found at N.J.S.A. 40A:4-
45.3 et seq. are fully met (Complies with the "CAP" law.)

3. That the budget is in such form, arrangement, and content as
required by the Budget Law and N.J.A.C. 5:30-4 and 5:30-5.

4. That pursuant to the Local Budget Law:

a. All estimates of revenue are reasonable, accurate and
correctly stated;

b. Items of appropriation are properly set forth; and

c. In itemization, form, arrangement, and content, the budget
will permit the exercise of the comptroller function
within the municipality.

5. The budget and associated amendments have been introduced
and publicly advertised, in accordance with the relevant provisions
of the Local Budget law, except that failure to meet the deadlines
of N.J.S.A. 40A:4-5 shall not prevent such certification.

6. That all other applicable statutory requirements have been
fulfilled.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that a copy of this resolution be
forwarded to the Director of the Division of Local Government
Services.

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WHEREAS, pursuant to N.J.S.A. 40:55D-89, the Township of
Marlboro Planning Board undertook a general reexamination of the
Township of Marlboro Master Plan and development regulations; and

WHEREAS, on February 2, 2005, the Planning Board adopted a
report entitled “Statement of Objectives and Land Use Plan Element
of the Marlboro Township Master Plan” (the “Report”) setting forth
the findings of such reexamination; and

WHEREAS, a resolution memorializing said adoption of the Report
was approved on March 2, 2005; and

WHEREAS, in accordance with the Report, the Mayor and
Township Council are now rezoning certain lots to the LC Land
Conservation District.

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that a new Subsection 84-29B(2) shall
be added to read as follows:

“(2) Grandfathering Clause. The requirements of the
LC Land Conservation District shall not apply to any
property referenced in Ordinance #2006-15 that
maintains a single-family residential structure, as
of the effective date of said Ordinance, that is in
full compliance with the requirements of the R-80
Residential District and any other applicable State
and Township laws and requirements, provided that
said property would not be further subdivided.
Should such an application to subdivide come
forward, the applicant would then be required to
meet the zoning standards established for the LC
Land Conservation District. In all other instances,



the zoning standards in place for the R-80
Residential District would apply.”

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that if any section, paragraph,
subsection, clause or provision of this Ordinance shall be
adjudged by the courts to be invalid, such adjudication shall
apply only to the section, paragraph, subsection, clause or
provisions so adjudicated, and the remainder of the Ordinance
shall be deemed valid and effective; and

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that any ordinances or parts
thereof in conflict with the provisions of this Ordinance are
repealed to the extent of such conflict; and

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that this Ordinance shall take
effect upon passage and publication in accordance with
applicable law.

The following Res. #2006-181 (Supporting Click It or Ticket
Mobilization of May 22 – June 4, 2006) was introduced by
reference, offered by Council President Morelli, seconded by
Council Vice President Cantor and passed on a roll call vote
of 5 – 0 in favor.

RESOLUTION # 2006–181

WHEREAS, there were 757 motor vehicle fatalities in
New Jersey in 2005; and

WHEREAS, a large percentage of the motor vehicle
occupants were killed in traffic crashes were not wearing a
safety belt; and

WHEREAS, use of a safety belt remains the most effective
way to avoid death or serious injury in a motor vehicle crash;
and

WHEREAS, the National Highway Traffic Safety
Administration estimates that 135,000 lives were saved by
safety belt usage nationally between 1979-2000; and

WHEREAS, the State of New Jersey will participate in the
nationwide CLICK IT OR TICKET safety belt mobilization from
May 22- June 4, 2006 in an effort to raise awareness and
increase safety belt usage through a combination or
enforcement and education; and



WHEREAS, the Division of Highway Traffic and Safety has
set a goal of increasing the safety belt usage rate in the
state from the current level of 86% to 88%; and

WHEREAS, a further increase in safety belt usage in New
Jersey will save lives on our roadways;

THEREFORE, be it resolved that Marlboro Township declares
its support for the CLICK IT OR TICKET safety belt
mobilization both locally and nationally from May 22-June 4,
2006 and pledges to increase awareness of the mobilization and
the benefits of safety belt use.

A RESOLUTION AMENDING RESOLUTION #2005-417 AND AUTHORIZING THE
PURCHASE OF AN AFFORDABLE HOUSING UNIT LOCATED AT 791 BANYAN
COURT, MORGANVILLE, NEW JERSEY BY THE TOWNSHIP FOR RESALE TO A

QUALIFIED LOW OR MODERATE INCOME HOUSEHOLD

WHEREAS, Edward Apicella and Yvette Greenbaum Apicella are
the owners of an affordable housing unit located at 791 Banyan
Court, Morganville, New Jersey (the “Affordable Unit”); and

WHEREAS, in early 2005, a foreclosure proceeding was
initiated by Citimortgage, Inc, the bank holding the mortgage on
the Affordable Unit (the “Foreclosure Proceeding”); and

WHEREAS, on or around April 29, 2005, the Apicellas filed a
petition for bankruptcy in the United States Bankruptcy Court,
Middle District of Pennsylvania (the “Bankruptcy Action”); and

WHEREAS, on October 6, 2005, the Township Council adopted
Resolution #2005-417 authorizing the Township’s purchase of the
Affordable Unit through the Bankruptcy Action in order to
maintain the affordable housing controls on the Affordable Unit;
and



WHEREAS, prior to implementing the purchase of the
Affordable Unit, the Bankruptcy Action was dismissed; and

WHEREAS, Citimortgage has re-instituted the Foreclosure
Proceeding to acquire title to the Affordable Unit through
foreclosure; and

WHEREAS, the Township’s Affordable Housing Agency and Rent
Control Board has filed a lawsuit seeking the entry of an Order
compelling the Apicellas to sell the Affordable Unit to the
Township so that the Township may maintain the affordable
housing controls on the unit and may sell the unit to a
qualified low or moderate income household; and

WHEREAS, the purchase of the Affordable Unit by the
Township will maintain the affordable housing controls on that
unit and will further the public interest in providing and
maintaining the availability of affordable housing within the
Township.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE AND IT IS HEREBY RESOLVED, by the
Township Council of the Township of Marlboro that the Township
is authorized to purchase the Affordable Unit for the sum of
$58,443, the present maximum sale price for the Affordable Unit
due to its affordable housing controls, and to then sell the
Affordable Unit to a qualified low or moderate income household
as authorized under law; and

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Chief Financial Officer is
directed to file a Certificate of Availability of sufficient
funds for the purchase of the Affordable Unit and to attach same
to this Resolution; and

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that a certified copy of this
Resolution shall be provided to each of the following:

Affordability Services

b. The Affordable Housing Agency and Rent Control Board
of the Township of Marlboro
